“There isno part of the average far- 
mer’s business that is so badly managed as 
the care of his stock during winter.” So 
says an exchange in speaking of practices 
in another State. How is it in this State? 
We fear there is still, in too many barns, 
an indifference to the comfort, health and 
thrift of the animals. It isu’t so much 
high feed that is wanted as it is warm 
quarters, and constant and vigilant atten- 
tion. erecre we tee 

Now is the time to cut clons for grafting, 
if it has mot been before done. They 
should always be cut before the buds be- 
gin to start. Entrust this work to no care- 
less hands, and leave no possible chance 
for uncertainties. Great damage is some- 
times done by mistakes in the varieties 
when cutting the clons. No cion should 
ever be taken from a tree unless one 
knows he is correct In the name. One 
skilled in the matter can, by a eareful ex- 
amination, identify well known varieties 
by the color and the markings of the bark, 
and always any variety by a comparison. 
It isa great perplexity to have varieties 
mixed into the same tree. Doubtless in 
some localities there will be found some 
varieties which have been injured by the 
severity of the winter. This can be de- 
tected by a slight unmatural coloring of 
the inner bark, and also in severe cases by 
a change in the color of the wood. If any 
thing of the kind is discovered the cions 
should be discarded, for there will always 
be uncertainty about their starting. No 
cion should ever be used unless it is all 
right. Better wait another year to do the 
grafting than do a bad job. After the 
cions are cut they may be placed in a coal 
cellar with the cut ends set in moist earth 
or dampness. ifthe cellar is cool they 
will keep without starting till June. 


About Oats. 


It has long been a puzzle to those who 
have given thought to the matter, how it 
comes to pass that a grain like the average 
oat of New England, weighing little more 
than thirty pounds to the bushel, three- 
quarters of that being hulls commonly 
supposed to be no better if as good as hay, 
should sell for about as much as, or more 
than an equal weight of Indian corn, which 
having little hull gives nearly its full 
weight in meal, Itis no doubt true that 
oatmeal, pound for pound, is more nutri- 
tive than corn meal, or even wheat meal, 
but the difference is nowhere near so great 
as the difference in the weight of meal 
which they severally yield. At the same time

EprrorR CALIFORNIA BREEDER AND 
SporTsMaN: From one of my medical 
journals of a late date I quote the following 
odd freak of nature : 

“In a certain farming community of 
southern Ohio it was the custom the 
neighborhood for farmers to render assis- 
tance to each other in threshing time, 
sometimes using the same set of horses for 
-ix weeks or two months, or until the grain 
in that neighborhood was threshed. A 
favorite mare thus used, three to four 
months with foal, while feeding one day, 
was startled by an unexpected noise, which 
caused her to throw up her bead with great 
violence against the sharp edge of a 
equared beam, thereby cutting an ugly 
gash across the forehead just above the 
eyes. in due time the colt appeared, havy- 
ing an ugly looking scar corresponding in 
in situation to the injury on the dam, and 
was totally blind trom cataract of both 
eyes, but otherwise bealthy and well 
formed. It was keptin a field of six or 
seven acres, and with intervals of rest, 
would continually travel in a circuit cor- 
responding in diameter exactly to the cir- 
cuit traveled over by the mare while hitch- 
edtothe machine. It was permitted to 
live some six months, making its ceaseless 
rounds night and day, when mercy put an 
end to its miserable existence.”

Shall we Plant Less Potatoes? 


Farmers are painfully aware that there 
was an overproduction of potatoes last 
year. In many years prices have not been 
‘The season for again planting the 
crop will soon be at. hand, und so the 
breadth to be planted may now well be 
considered. It is a common saying, and 
with some truth, prehaps, that one ex- 
treme follows another in potato growing. 
One year a wide breadth is planted, con- 
sumption is over-stocked and prices are 
low; the next, comparatively few are 
planted, the supply is short, and of course 
prices correspondingly high. Quite likely 
there is a measure of truth in this view of 
the matter, but there is not that wide varia- 
tion in the breadth planted in different 
years that is charged to the farmer’s folly 
and indiscretion in the matter. The varia- 
tion in the breadth planted does not begin 
to account for the wide variation im the 
crop produced. Observation among the 
farmers never discovers a wide variation 
from year to year, and neither do statistics 
show it. The variation in the aggregate 
crop of different years is found principally 
in other directions. It is accounted for in| ! 
the difference in the acreable yield, and in 
the healthy or diseased condition of the 
crop. There are always potatoes enough 
planted, so that under a fair yield, and 
healthy condition of the tubers, there would 
be enough to fully supply the demands of 
the market. Any increased area ever 
planted will not make good the losses com-| 1 
ing from the opposite conditions of a small 
yield and prevailing rot. So there will al- 
ways be extremes occurring in the aggre- 
gate crop, and it is simply foolish to charge 
it to the fickleness of the farmer. 
mit farmers are guilty of many shortcom- 
ings, but no way bis yet been shown him 
whereby he can fully overcome the pecu- 
liarity of the seasen which cuts down the 
yield per acre, or distributes widespread 
the destructive rot. 

We have recently had a striking illustra- 
tion of the truth of this. In 1881 there was 
no marked shortage in the area of the crop, 
yet from the fact of the yield being cut off 
outside of the great producing sections of 
the Provinces and Washington and Aroos- 
took counties in this State the scarcity be- 
fore spring reached almost a famine, and 
many cargoes were imported from Europe 
to supply the deficiency. In 1882 the crop 
over a large area of New York and New 
England was seriously cut off by drouth. 
Where the drouth did not prevail there was 
a bountiful yield, but it was sadly cut down 
with the rot. So potatoes again sold for 
good prices. Last year there was no in- 
crease in the area devoted to the crop, but 
throughout New York and New England 
the season proved so favorable that the 
crop produced was one of the largest ia 
amount, and the finest in quality, that has 
been our good fortune to harvest in many 
years, and proves to be altogether in excess 
of the demands of the markets. It was the 
favorable season and not the unstable prac- 
tice of the farmer which brought these
